SEATTLE POLICE TARE

them at the point of revolvers. 
One gangplank was lowered and,

wounded were taken off the boat first, 
assisted by their uninjured comrades, 
and were removed to the city hos­ 
pital. 
The four dead were taken to 
the morgue. 
AU of the uninjured men were load­ 
ed into automobiles under heavy po­ 
lice guard and taken to the city jail.
